12. QUESTION: Can two or more 

businesses operating ur- _ 

same address but owned by the sarne person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement. 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Qerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk tor 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes. publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of ^ each five 
year period if there has been arv/ change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one.

State Board 
Sets Levies 
On Utilities 


The Slate Board of Equali¬ 
sation recently adopted the 
1972 tax roll which deter¬ 
mined the a.sse.ssed value of 
the operating properties of 
California’s privately owned 
pubic utilities to be $66.6 
million- or 1.5 per cent more 
than the 1971 value, pending 
any board action by A-ugusl 
21 on petitions lor rcdetcr- 
mi.natian. The comparative 
assessed values are $4,560,- 
;)65.310 for 1972 and $4,494,- 
385,330 for 1971. 

Tod-.iy’s action follows pre¬ 
liminary finding.s of .utility 
values announced May 9, .at 
which time the board also 
declared a.n assessment ratio 
of 27 per cent of full value. 

For the 10 largest public 
utilities, there were no 
changes from the market 
values of the operating prop¬ 
erties as announced by the 
board May 9. 

Following the recent ap¬ 
proval by the board, com¬ 
pleted asse.ssmer.t rolls for 
each county will bo trans¬ 
mitted to the respcctivc- 
co-unty auditors immediately 
after the third Monday of 
August, 

In a separate action-, the 
board also adopted the Pri¬ 
vate Car Tax Roll, showing 
a.ssessmo.nts of $50,339,777 or 
an i.ncrea.se of $6,143,439 in 
the assessment of private 
railroad ears over the 1971 
figure. Tlie increa.se is at¬ 
tributed generally to new 
equipment purchases and 
retirements of older cars. 

A total of 15,173 railroad 
cars are included in- the as¬ 
sessments, which represents 
the average number of pri¬ 
vate railroad cars of the 
various private car com¬ 
panies found to be habitual¬ 
ly in the state during thi- 
calendar year 1971. 

Un-der the Private Car Ta.x 
Law, the board assesses and 
collect.s property taxes on 
railroad cars .not owned by 
railroad companies but oper¬ 
ating on Californi-a’s rail¬ 
ways.

which has been proven, be- 
.vond a doubt, that it is sev¬ 
eral thousand short of a sat¬ 
isfactory operation from the 
.“ta.'idpoint of its demand. 
Their apportionment beyond 
their earnings was $82,900. 

Other moneys asked for 
and levied was $60,800 for 
the taxpayers contribution 
and' share of the employees’ 
retirement fund. $13,320 con¬ 
tributed to the Flood Con¬ 
trol Fund and system of the 
city for the repair of drains 
anti taking care of the run¬ 
off of water during the 
raiity season. 

The balance of $17,318 was 
dedicated to that fund that 
all businessmen must pay 
and that is the state reqiuire- 
meiit for Workmen’s Com- 
pe.nsation insurance and 
health benefits for the em¬ 
ployees of the city.

of those recommendations 
necessary to accomplish the 
above would be done over 
his firm’s strenuous opposi- 
lio.n. The Fire Marslial sub- 
sta.ntiaced the extrem e 1 y 
hazardous situation which 
exists within the Canyon 
during the peak fire season. 

It is tile feeling of the 
committee that the meeting 
was a success and that vir¬ 
tually all of the disagree¬ 
ments were resolved. It was 
therefore recommended to 
the City Council that the 
Plan' be adopted with the 
suggo.stio.ns as out lined 
above. 

The City Council approved 
the recommendations ot 
Councilman Rudolph and 
Delgatto and voted for it to 
become a ipart of the Master 
Plan.
